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Chairman’s Message 


This, the second Annual Report of the Auckland Museum 
Trust Board, reflects a successful year during which the 
financial and other goals established in the 1997/98 Annual 
Plan have been met or exceeded. The Museum completed 
the year in a strengthened position as the nation's most 
patronised cultural and artistic centre, with record visitor 
numbers at 1,100,000. 

A highlight for the year was the success of our two special 
exhibitions: Spiders: Lifestyles of the Small and Hairy and 
BellSouth Pharaohs: Life and Death in Ancient Egypt, which 
attracted major patronage. 

The Board is also pleased to report that, following 
extensive renovation, the Herbarium has now been re-housed 
in its new location and the former Herbarium converted to 
an additional Conservation laboratory. Our Herbarium, 
holding over 250,000 specimens, is one of New Zealand's 
leading collections and the Board is delighted that it is now 
housed m a state appropriate to its taxonomic and biological 
importance. Other important changes to the scholarly 
activities oi the Museum will occur in future as the renovation 
and work enable the Board to provide better facilities for 
the important collection-based research work of our staff. 

I he Museum's special role as a war memorial was fittingly 
reinforced by the laying up in the Museum of the Colours of 
the Auckland Regiment as it celebrated its centenary. These, 
and a number of uLher beautiful and historical artifacts which 
the Regiment also graciously donated, attracted considerable 
public interest. Increasing use is being made by researchers 
and the public of historic material now more readily 
accessible in the Armoury Resource Centre and this, together 
with the interest shown by the public in the Holocaust gallery, 



re inf ou es the rnporhmce of the war memorial heritage of 
the Museum. 

A second Children's Discovery Centre, Treasures & Tales, 
opened prior to C hristmas 1997, has proved to be as popular 
with young visitors as the original which opened on the first 
floor in 1994. Besides young families, these popular 
educational resources are regularly visited by school children 
and their teachers, 

Fm,am iul results for the year have been encouraging Total 
net income before depreciation at £761,000 exceeded plan 
by £ 194,000. I his modest surplus allowed essential capital 
expenditure to exceed that indicated in the plan, which had 
been reduc e< i m previous years. The very successful exhibition 
programme allowed the exhibition surplus of 5419.000 for 
the year to be used to establish a reserve which will be 
available to support and underwrite the risks involved in 
exhibition activity. 

At 30 June 1998, the Refurbishment Project was meeting 
its quality and time goals and costs to date were within 
budget. 1 his improved trend is expected to continue. 
However, the impact on New Zealand tourism of the Asian 
economic t mis and of the invasive i ’.a Lure of the building 
project caused a sudden and marked downturn in visitor 
numbers over the last quarter of the year. Nevertheless, as 
mentioned above, the Museum again ended the year with 
record attendance, up 5% on the 1997 figure of 1,060,000 
which was itself a record. This high visitation was assisted 
by the excellent public response to special exhibitions. 

The Trust Board join me in expressing sincere thanks to 
the Executive Director and management, every member of 
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Chairman's Message

staff, and each volunteer and RSA helper - all of whom 
contributed significantly to the above achievements. My 
appreciation is also extended to those noted in the Executive 
Director's report who, though less publicly visible, are equally 
important to the success of the Museum, The Trust Board 
has been impressed by the ability of staff and volunteers to 
cope with I he organisational changes introduced in 1997. 
The additional workload and the inconvenience of the 
ongoing building work required all those associated with 
the Museum to make a special effort to meet the needs of 
our visitors and defiver the goals in the Annual Plan. 

On behalf of the Trust Board I also want to thank all 
sponsors and donors who supported the Museum's 
refurbishment, exhibitions, acquisitions and general 
operational programmes. We are very grateful for your 
support of the Museum and the community it serves. Page 
SO ol this report acknowledges each sponsor and donor by 
namt Your ■ ndorsument .md support of the Museum has 
been invaluable. 

The Trust Board also appreciates the financial support of 
its refurbishment project being received from both Central 
Government, and the contributing Territorial Local 
Authorities in the region and their ratepayers.

The role of the Trust Board is not solely to guide the 
affairs ot the Museum in the short term. One of its major 
responsibilities is to encourage leadership and a forward 
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looking stance: that will guide the Museum in meeting the 
needs of the wider Auckland community. 

Strong commercial management, cost control and 
excellent museo logical skills make a strong platform, but 
these alone will not move the Museum forward. Our task is 
to identify the direction in which the Museum must head in 
the future, the principal goals it must attain and the strategic 
issues the executive must remain focused on. 

To this end, the Trust Board, with assistance from the 
senior executive and all staff, have this year addressed the 
Museum's vision, mission and values and reshaped them to 
better express the requirements of the Museum's Act. Trust 
Board members were encouraged by the unanimity of views 
and values expressed by ail those involved as this unity is 
essential to the successful realisation of our objectives. 

In its next Annual Plan, the Trust Board will introduce 
proposed goals and objectives to provide a framework which 
will guide the preparation of Annual Plans over the next 1 0 
years. Setting these long term goals and planning for the 
future will enable and encourage all interested parties to 
participate in assisting our Museum to continue to move 
forward with vision, strength and certainty.

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Executive Director’s Report 


I am very pleased to be able to report that the Refur¬ 
bishment Project which has dominated Museum activity 
during the year, remains within budget, and on time for 
full and final delivery' in December 1999. However, some 
deferred maintenance works in the south of the building 
and to the extenor will continue through the years 2000 
and 2001. 

The project works have had a major impact on public 
access and enjoyment, and staff working conditions during 
the second half ot fiscal 1998. The forbearance of the public, 
and of our staff, is greatly appreciated. Work to the seismic 
shear- wall, strengthening the c entre portion of the building 
on an east-west axis, has been particularly disruptive and 
unpleasant, but is now behind us. this major piece of 
construction represented the last significant financial "risk" 
area to the programme, but it was completed under budget 
and on Lime. It has not only at hieved major consolidation 
and strengthening ot the building, but has provided a bonus 
of three elegant ground floor galleries replacing the earlier 
rather unprepossessing rear corridor. 

Other facilities and galleries delivered during the 1997 
98 year include the refurbishment of the ground south-west 
gallery, currently used for Spec i.il Exhibitions but ultimately 
destined to be an Applied Arts gallery; refurbishment of the 
matching ground south-east gallery (the former Canoe Hall) 
soon to be a New Zealand History gallery; the wonderful 
second children's discovery centre Treasures & Tales; two 
Applied Arts galleries on level one; the two powerful Second 
World War aeroplane galleries on level two, generously 
funded by the ASB Charitable Trust; the restoration of the 
five first floor galleries destined for Natural History; the 
restoration of the two ground floor galleries to be fitted out 



.is Pacific galleries; the strung t hr ning, cleaning and 
restoration of the entry foyer stained glass laylight (a project 
part-funded by the Getty Grant Program of Los Angeles); 
extended conservation laboratories; a new photographic 
suite; main foyer restoration; and further extension of the 
new mechanical services. 

Less evident to our visitors is the huge amount of research, 
curatorial preparation, concept development and writing, 
design, conservation of the collections, multimedia 
development, exhibit preparation and the host of other 
activities that precede the fit-out of exhibition galleries. The 
past year has been especially intense in these areas, as will 
be the next 12 months. The Museum's staff has willingly 
and ably accepted that workload. At times the task has 
seemed impossible, and the conditions under which it has 
1o be carried out have been far from ideal n is to the infinite 
credit of staff and the consultants, writers and designers who 
have augmented our core skills lor this purpose, that they 
have so quietly and effectively gone about making the 
impossible possible. 

On Labour Day the Auckland Jewish community gathered 
to celebrate the opening of the liny Holocaust gallery, gen¬ 
erously sponsored by the Krukziener Family and the New 
Zealand Lottery Grants Board. On this memorable occasion 
most ol Auckland's "Survivors" gathered lo remember the 
six million lost and Lo open a small gallery telling their 
very large story. We are indebted to those "Survivors", the 
community, the Holocaust Memorial Museum in Wash¬ 
ington, the Jewish Museum, Sydney, i bn Australian Jewish 
Museum and the Holocaust Museum in Melbourne for their 
support.

four exhibitions have been held since opening the two 
new Applied Arts galleries on level one, adjoining the 
1 1 ypostyle hall, The galleries opened with exhibitions by the 
jeweller/sculptor John Edgar and weaver Use von Randow, 
and these shows were followed by the elegant modernism 
of Humphrey l kin's furniture and the opulent glass of Rene 
Lalique. 

The Special Exhibitions programme was suspended for 
several months during the shear-wall construction activity 
whi< I; adjoined those galleries. However, two very successful 
exhibitions svere held during the year. The first was a Natural 
H story exhibition aimed at children and famiiies Spiders: 
Lifestyles of the Small and Hairy, This exhibition, supported 
by Sony New Zealand, was enormously successful, attracting 
unprecedented attendances for an exhibition of this kind. 
The concept and some ot the exhibition fit-out has 
subsequently been taken over by the Canterbury Museum 
in Christchurch. 

The second exhibition, BellSouth Pharaohs: Life and Death 
in Aru lent fgypt, drew 75,000 visitors during 57 days of the 
summer, C omprising a rich collection of artefacts from the 
Rijksmuseum van Qudheden in Leiden, this very popular and 
very high quality exhibition initiated a highly successful 
relationsfup between hie Museum and our sponsor, 
BellSouth. 

Asad loss to the Museum during the year, but a significant 
moment for Rotorua, was the return of Pukaki to Ngati 
Whakaut m October, Pukaki is one of the most powerful 
Maori sculptures from the Auckland collection and was one 
of the icons ijI the rp Maori exhibition. The ceremonies 
surrounding Pukaki's return to Rotorua were certainly 


memorable and the Museum hopes that its association and 
involvement with Pukaki will continue despite his return 
home to Ngati Whakaue and Te Arawa. 

Treasures 6r Tales, the second of the Museum's Children's 
Discovery Centres, was opened at Christmas 1 997. The 
response has been extremely encouraging, and the 
widespread recognition of it as an uniquely exciting and 
meaningful learning centre for children was confirmed 
recently by the Award for Educational Excellence by the 
Auckland Central Parents' Centre. 

Despite the priority ol refurbishment project work tor all 
staff, the Museum has delivered a range of impressive 
publications, file first two of an instructive, small pictorial 
series of books, Poanamu by Roger Neich and Kakahu by 
Mick Pendergrast, were released, Roger Neich's and Mick 
Pendergrast's Pacific Tape was published under the Bateman 
imprint in New Zealand and Thames and Hudson imprint in 
the United Kingdom through the Museum's joint venture 
with David Bateman publishers. An index of the Auckland 
Museum Records was published, and David Ling Publishing 
published Winkeltnann's Waitemata by Robin Elliott, Harold 
Kidd and Rodney Wilson, This work draws entirely on the 
Museum's extensive Henry Winkelmann photographic 
collection, At the conclusion ol the year a Bulletin, Tikopean 
Tattoo by Mick Pendergrast was in production, as was a new 
edition of Powell's Native Animals edited by Brian Gill, Kiwi 
and Other flightless Birds by Brian Gill and Early Maori 
Ornaments by Nigel Pricked 

hour years of rescan h and inter-institutional support was 
concluded with the opening of the British Museum's Maori 
exhibition in London mid year. Dr Roger Neich, and past 
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and present staff of the Ethnology Department have been 
important contributors to this important exhibition drawn 
from the remarkable collections of the British Museum. 


The 1997/98 year has been very demanding but has also 
been a very successful one. The Museum is firmly on track in 
its repositioning for the future. Staff commitment to the 
changes and the refurbishment activities is exemplary and 
the project is on target and delivering high quality outputs. 
The new Public Programmes activities are successful, the 
teams of staff managing collection movements, collection 
preparation, registration and documentation, and exhibition 
development in Professional Services are delivering significant 
results, \lev% tec hnologies and improved equipment are 
being progressively introduced, and public interest - 
measured by visitor numbers and market surveys - has never 
been higher. I would like to thank the staff team, our 
volunteers, our ftSA volunteers, my management colleagues, 
our <onsultants and outside specialists, and the Board for an 
Outstanding result for the I 997/98 year.

The Division began this year with 
a restructuring of its functions and re¬ 
sources, which will have far-reaching 
effects over the course of time. 
Although the restructuring was 
instigated by a Museum-wide need to 
contra! expenditure, within the Divi- 
sion it was planned in order to establish 
a structure which will allow greater 
focus on activities that enable the 
Museum to carryout, its responsibilities 
under its new Act. 

Foremost among the changes 
made was the amalgamation of 
numerous departments into three 
Sections, these functional groupings- 
Co!lection Management, Collection 
Services and Information Services- are 
reported on separately below. 

These changes have already created 
greater flexibility in the allocation of 
resources which, in turn, has enabled 
the Division to advance several projects, 
especially those relating to information 
technology systems, which were 
previously considered unattainable in 
the near future. 

Amalgamation also enabled 
establishment of a process of collection 
review. This activity is aimed at both 
defining the scope of future collecting 
activities so that they accord with the 
objectives of the Museum and at 
identifying specific outcomes flowing 
from such activities. These include 
potential exhibitions, publications and 
information resources as well as the 


development of the collections 
themselves. 

The new structure of the Pro¬ 
fessional Services Division has been set 
in place in order to allow Auckland 
Museum to move into a new era. 
Completion of the current refurbish¬ 
ment project will be the beginning of 
an exciting new phase of the Museum's 
existence, with a programme of 
regularly changing exhibitions and 
activities. Likewise, changes in the 
direction and structure of research and 
scholarship in Ncw7ealand demand an 
appropriate response from the Museum 
if if is to build on its long-established 
reputation for excellence. 

Its new form will enable the Division 
to meet these challenges and to 
contribute effectively to achievement 
of the Museum's goals and objectives. 
This process of change has begun, but 
will take time to bring to fruition. The 
extent to which the Division is moving 
forward can be assessed in the 
following Sectional reports. 

Collection Management 

Activity in this section has focused 
on two major objectives. The first has 
been the amalgamation of 11 formerly 
discrete curatorial departments into a 
single Section. The resulting combi- 
nation of resources has achieved 
economies of scale and, most im¬ 
portantly, has achieved a more 
responsive approach to management 


of the Museum's collections during a 
period of unprecedented movement 
and activity necessitated by the 
refurbishment project. 

The second objective of the section 
has been its commitment to achieving 
objectives of the refurbishment project. 
This work has almost fully occupied 
curatorial staff and volunteers 
throughout the year. The section has 
contributed to the opening ot two new 
Applied Arts galleries and initiation ot 
a programme of changing exhibitions 
within those spaces. In addition prep¬ 
aration of conceptual and technical 
solutions tor presenting four new 
Natural History galleries and two new 
Pacific galleries at the end of 1998 has 
engaged and challenged both staff and 
volunteers. Planning was also under¬ 
taken for development of two 
additional Applied Arts galleries and 
for refurbishment of the Museum's 
exhibitions of Maori taonga. 

Whjle achievement of these 
objectives dominated the Collection 
Management Section, other significant 
activities were undertaken. One of the 
most significant ot these was the return 
of the ancestral gateway figure named 
Pukaki to Ngati Whakaue of Rotorua. 

In this year the research activities 
of the Museum w/cre closely focused on 
preparation of collections for exhibition 
in the Museum's new galleries. 
Research publications are noted 
separately in this report; however it

should be noted that this year saw 
achievement of a significant goaf with 
the preparation of an index to the 
Museum's publication, Records. I his 
records the significant contribution 
made by the Museum to New Zealand 
science and scholarship over a 66-year 
period. 

The Museum's commitment to its 
tradition of research was reinforced by 
the commissioning ol a detailed Report 
on Research and Scholarship at the 
Museum. The report, prepared by Dr 
R. L, Bieleski, provides a valuable tool 
for the planning ol future research 
directions and procedures within the 
Museum and indicates a number of 
potential areas of development for the 
Museum based on a commitment to 
research based on its collections. 

Collection Services 

This section combines the formerly 
separate activities ol registration, 
conservation and collection relocation. 
11 prov i des the esse n t ial su ppor l s erv ices 
to other functions within the Museum 
w-hich deal with collections, whether 
those of the Museum itself, or brought 
in on loan for temporary exhibitions. 

This year the almost exclusive 
concentration of activity has been sup¬ 
porting achievement of refurbishment 
project objectives. This < ommitment 
necessitated the introduction of a 
moratorium on outward U .jns until the 
end of 1999 in order to permit staff to 
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concentrate on the refurbishment 
project. 

Conservation work inis focused on 
preparing objects for exhibition in the 
new Children's Discovery Centre - 
Treasures & Tales, Applied Arts, Natural 
History and Pacific galleries. Central to 
the ability to meet these requirements 
has been the commissioning of an 
expanded laboratory with a well-lit, 
spacious work area. 

Collection relocation work has 
involved a demanding programme of 
work necessitated by the refurbishment 
project. This has seen existing displays 
dismantled on both the first and 
ground floors, as well as the relocation 
of thousands of collection items within 
the Museum and to the off-site store. 

The Registration function of the 
museum has compensated for a 
reduction in staff by standardising and 
streamlining procedures and through 
the centralisation of registers of 
accessions since 1951 

Information Services 

This section combines the Museum 
Library, the Armoury Resource Centre 
and the former photography depart¬ 
ment. this amalgamation allowed for 
a stepping back from former roles and 
practices for a period ol strategic 
reassessment This has resuiled in 
completion ot a draft < ollei lion review 
and initiation of a strategic plan which 


places prioritised emphasis on 
improving and expanding reader and 
information services including 
retrospective cataloguing of the 
Library's invaluable holdings into an 
electronic format and on upgrading 
storage and increased conservation 
work on special collections. 

The Museum Library experienced 
significant growth in the use of its 
collections. A concerted effort to liaise 
with and serve curriculum needs of 
schools has resulted in an enthusiastic 
response from schools. Maori Services 
have also increased in popularity. The 
Maori Services Librarian has attended 
a number of Kaitiaki Maori hui to build 
up support and liaison with fellow 
professionals. Finding aids and 
bibliographies i lave been developed to 
serve the need ni Maori visitors. 
Significant among Maori visitors has 
been the young, ranging from senior 
secondary students to university 
students. 

Use of the Armoury Resource 
Centre, which supports the icons on the 
Heart exhibition lias been maintained 
at a high level. The Cenotaph database 
of records of New Zealanders killed in 
action has continued to be in heavy 
demand, this information service has 
provoked intense interest and evoked 
strong emotions from Ihose consulting 
it. This is frequently embodied in 
donation o! photographs and materials 
for the database and the Museum's 
military history collections, it is an

As with the previous year, 1997/98 
saw much of the division's efforts 
maintaining a range of quality services 
for our visitors in the context of a major 
building operation. By june 1998, less 
than 40% of the galleries and displays 
were available to the public and access 
to areas such as the Discovery Centres 
was often constrained and difficult, 
especially for disabled, and for parents 
with toddlers and pushchairs. 

Our visitors, especially tourists, were 
tolerant and understanding, due in no 
small measure to the efforts of our 
volunteers and front-of-house staff in 
explaining our circumstances. But by 
the end of June 1998, heavy con¬ 
struction and seismic reinforcing had 
largely made way for fit-out and the 
welcome ai rival of new display cases. 
Objects from the collections, in storage 
for years in some instances, were re¬ 
appearing again as displays were 
readied lor the eventual gallery 
openings during the following 18 
months. 

Two popular special exhibitions, 
together with new Decorative Arts 
galleries and a new Discovery Centre, 
offset some of the often inhospitable 
environment, 

Despite the disruption, Museum 
visitation achieved a new high, at 
l,ll I,*142 visitors. Tom Finlayson was 
appointed Director, Public Program¬ 
mes, in November, He came to the 
Museum Ire>n i a background in film and 



television production where he 
specialised in documentaries and 
drama. 


programmes for all exhibitions, 
including lectures and guided lours, 
school resource materials and 
interpretive input. 


Interpretive Services 

The role of Interpretive Services is 
to provide high quality education and 
information programmes for the 
Museum's audiences, and in doing so 
to illuminate and contextualise the 
Museum's collections and special 
displays to make them accessible, 

The discovery centres attracted 
15% of all Museum visitors and have 
been warmly appreciated by parents 
and educators, the Auckland Central 
Parent Centre presented an award for 
Educational Excellence, and Treasures 
& Tales was a finalist in the NZIA 
architectural awards. The Duke of 
Edinburgh Award scheme operates 
within the Discovery Centres and a total 
of 30 students have been involved 
during the year. 

Sponsors Compaq Computer N7 
I td, the Museum's overall Information 
Technology supplier, and Microsoft NZ 
continue to support the Centres 
generously. I he Diuomites club uUrac ts 
strong support and helps the Museum 
keep in touch with its young audien< e 
Members received four editions of their 
magazine. Special programmes for 
members have included computer, 
holiday programmes, field trips and 
behind the scenes tours.

The highlight of the year was the 
development and December opening of 
the second Discovery Centre, Treasures 
& Tates, Whilst its successful forerunner, 
Weird & Wonderful, concentrates on 
highly interactive, hands-on Natural 
History display. Treasures & Tales 
provides the equivalent experiences in 
the field ol Human History. 

Services to Schools 

The Ministry of Education LEOTC 
1 unding (Learning Experiences Outside 
The Classroom) enabled the depart¬ 
ment to service 64,000 children and 
teachers over the period. The LEOTC 
< onlra< l has four components; leather 
training,' direct delivery of programme; 
development of resource materials for 
teachers and pupils, and a Museum in 
a hunk scheme, The Museum in a Trunk 
m heme has focused on schools in the 
South Auckland area to enable museum 
involve mem lor schools who may not 
otherwise participate. 

All performance targets required by 
the Ministry were exceeded and the 
contract renewed. This relationship 
with si hools generated additional 
visitation to the Museum's special 
exhibitions, the discovery centres and 
olher museum services.

Volunteers 

The Museum now has more than 
160 volunteers scattered widely 
throughout the Museum. Their 
generous support is found in the library 
and if! most curatorial departments. 
Their contribution on the Information 
Desk and as Guides has been in¬ 
valuable, particularly over the last year 
when the refurbishment project has 
brought its own set of challenges. RSA 
volunteers in the Armoury generously 
sham their knowledge and experience 
with visitors. 

The Museum has also benefited 
from the involvement of many 
community groups, such as the 
Spinners and Weavers Guild, Duke of 
Edinburgh Scheme in the Discovery 
Centres and volunteers for special 
exhibitions. 

Exhibitions and Display 

The Exhibitions unit started the year 
strongly with a highly popular science 
exhibition, and aimed at families and 
school students. Spiders: Lifestyles of the 
Small and Hairy. Ninety-two thousand 
people visited the exhibition, which 
ini lutled live tarantulas and interactive 
activilies sue I as web-weaving. Sup¬ 
ported by Sony NZ Ltd the exhibition 
was developed largely from our own 
collection. 

The second major exhibition for the 
year was BellSouth Pharaohs: Life and 
Dead) in Ancient Egypt. The exhibition 


had a 57-day season - shorter than 
usual because ol pressures on the 
international tour. But despite this the 
exhibition attracted 75,000 people, 
12,000 of whom came from outside 
Auckland. 

The display team was active with 
the Installation of the new galleries, 
Treasures & Tates and the refurbished 
Armoury. Tour Decorative Ads exhibi¬ 
tions were presented in the new 
galleries: John Edgar's Lit of the land. 
which opened in February; The Textiles 
of Use von Randow; an exhibition of 
furniture designer Humphrey Ikin 
Facing North; and a display of glassware 
by Rene La I iq Lie, the fieri h jeweller 
and glassmaker. 

By the end of the financial year 
planning was well advanced for the 
next major exhibition. The Precious 
Legacy ; scheduled to open on 31 July 
1998. The display team was well 
advanced in preparation for the re¬ 
opening of the Logan Campbell Gallery, 
housing the Mackelvie Collection and 
the Japanese Applied Arts collet tions. 

Building Operations 

1997/98 was the first full year in 
which the Building Operations set tion 
reported through the Public Pro¬ 
grammes division. It is now closely 
involved in all front-of-house planning 
and services. The highlight ol [he year 
for Building Operations was the intro¬ 
duction of new visitor services to Ihe 


Museum foyer, The Museum Store, BB's 
Cafe and the new information desk 
have each added to the visitor 
experience. The grandeur and dignity 
of the foyer architecture is revealed 
once again, and several formal oc¬ 
casions have already been held there. 

The place of the War Memorials in 
the hearts of Aucklanders was again 
confirmed on ANZAC Day; the Dawn 
Ceremony attracted 6,000 people to 
the Cenotaph, The completely refur¬ 
bished Halls of Memory, Scots on the 
Hears and the data base of the war 
dead in The Armoury, continue to 
attract young people in greater 
numbers each year. 

Another important and memorable 
occasion in May was the transfer tor 
safe keeping of 3 ,:1 Auckland Regiment's 
colours (Countess of Ranfurly's Own). 
A ceremony at dawn at the Cenotaph 
was followed by the official handover 
in the mam hail of the museum. May 
also saw the United States Memorial 
Day service held in the Second World 
War Hall of Memories with 200 veterans 
and guests. Two further ceremonies 
were the Merchant Marine Navy Day 
and the RNZAF Commemoration Day. 

A ceremony of a different kind took 
place in the Zero gallery as Professor 
kinase, an instructor of Kamikaze pilots 
during the Second World War, gifted 
his uniforms to the Museum.

Marketing 

Given the often diminished visitor 
experience at the Museum over the 
year, the Marketing section focused on 
renovation milestones to communicate 
progress in the refurbishment, and Lo 
reassure patient stakeholders and long- 
suffering visitors that excellent progress 
was being made. 

General interest si cries fed by 
generous donations, gallery openings 
and interesting internal staff activities 
were communicated to local and 
national media resulting in an 
overwhelming response. 


Many smaller exhibitions also 
received solid media attention in¬ 
cluding The Textiles of Use von Randow; 
The Lie of the Land by John Edgar; Facing 
North: Humphrey I kin, furniture designer 
and a display of glassware by Rene 
Laiique the French jeweller and glass 
maker. 

Events such as the Museum's Day 
of Discovery, sponsored by Compaq 
Computer NZ Ltd, the donation of 
Japanese Naval uniforms by Professor 
Kinase and a huge turnout by the 
Auckland public to commemorate 
ANZAC Day, generated extensive local 
and national publicity for the Museum. 


The completion of Scars on the Heart, 
the Armoury, the sanctuaries, the new 
Discovery Centre, Treasures 6r Tales and 
the two new Decorative Arts galleries 
were all accorded generous coverage. 


An intensive market research project 
was undertaken wilts key stakeholders 
lo provide direction for a successful 
implementation of the "entry by 
donation regime" in January 1999. 


Retail Operations 

The Museum Store traded through 
a difficult year with disturbance from 
the construction programme and the 
general decline in national retail sales 
adversely affecting the net result. 
Further, The Museum Store was also 
adversely affected by the sharp drop in 
Asian tourism. The Museum Store's 
strengths remain in the provision of 
good quality distinctive New Zealand 
arts and crafts, Exhibition-related 
merchandising was successful, 
especially with BellSouth Pharaohs: Life 
and Death in Am lent Egypt. The addition 
of the new book annex proved a 
popular extension, providing services 
in keeping with the overall Museum 
experience. 


In addition to these, a permanent 
gallery dedicated to the impact of the 
Holocaust on the New Zealand Jewish 
community opened in October as part 
of the Scars on the Heart exhibition on 
the top floor. This gallery was gener¬ 
ously supported by a donation from the 
Krukziencr family of Auckland. 

During the year, the Marketing and 
Public Relations team successfully 
promoted two major exhibitions, 
including Spiders: Lifestyles of the Small 
and Hairy, sponsored by Sony NZ Ltd, 
and BellSouth Pharaohs: Life and Death 
in Ancient Egypt. 


Marketing and Public Relations 
continued to provide editorial copy and 
support for MQ the quarterly magazine 
for the Museum, and manage the 
production of the Annual Report: 

Kristin White was appointed Mar¬ 
keting and Com mu nit aliens Manager 
in April.

The 1997/98 year has been a 
Significant one for Maori in the Auck¬ 
land Museum. The Tan mala-a-Iwi met 
regularly during their first year as the 
statutory Maori advisory committee to 
the Auckland Museum Trust Board. 
1 hey have drafted a Kaupapa based on 
the principles of the Treaty of Waitangi, 
and incorporating three subsections of 
the Auckland War Memorial Museum 
Act 1996 which relate specifically to 
Maori, ii is a statement of values and 
fundamental principles upon which all 
of the dc liberations and actions of the 
Taumata-a-lwi will be based. 

One oi the outstanding events of 
the year was the return to Ngati 
Whakaue of the carved figure Pukaki. 
This toot, place on 2 October 1997, 
exactly 120 years from the day that 
Pukaki was presented to the Crown. 
After an early-morning ceremony at the 
Museum, Ngati Whatua, the Auckland 
Museum Trust Board, the Taumata-a- 
Iwi and members ol staff accompanied 
Pukaki to Te Papa-nOuru Marae in 
Rotorua. 

Following the powhiri to Pukaki,, 
Ngati Whatua and the Museum 
representatives, the Auckland Museum 
presented Pukaki back to Ngati 
Whakaue A second powhiri took place 
to Sir Michael Hardie Boys and the 
Honourable Douglas Graham Ngati 
Whakaue Ihen completed their 1877 
intention - the gifting of Pukaki to the 
Crown in order that he may be 
properly recognised as the sacred 


symbol associated with the formation 
of the Rotorua township. 

A Trust is being established for the 
care of Pukaki. Ngati Whakaue, the 
Crown, the Auckland Museum and the 
Rotorua District Council each are to be 
represented on the Pukaki Trust. 
Currently Pukaki resides in the Galleria 
of the Rotorua District Council building, 
overlooking his old home pa of 
Pukeroa, 

In February 1998, a powhiri was 
held in the Pacific Gallery West for 
representatives of the Pacific Islands 
communities. This was the first time 
that these communities had been 
formally welcomed to die Auckland 
Museum. 

In early 1998, two Creative Pro¬ 
ducers were engaged by the Museum. 
Dr Mere Roberts commenced work on 
the Maori Natural History Gallery, and 
she was later joined by Mr Brad Ha ami, 
Mr Charles Berryman was engaged as 
Creative Producer lor the Maori 
Galleries refurbishment, and was 
subsequently joined by Ms T'aina 
Berryman. 

Two significant loans during the 
year were the Morion Tiki Atua to h: 
Papa, and a major loan of lainui taonga 
to the Wafka to M u se u m, 

Whariki included in the Biddy Konm 
exhibition were returned to Otukou 
Marae in June 1998. Several stall 


members and members of the 
Taumata-a-lwi accompanied the 
whariki home, and a day that was warm 
in every' respect was enjoyed by all. 

The Manager Iwi Values attended 
two hut at Te Papa that are particularly 
relevant to the development of the 
Maori perspective within the museum 
profession. In November 1997 a 
number of overseas guests and six New 
Zealanders discussed scholarship and 
Maladranga Maori, The other par¬ 
ticipants were Te Papa's Chief Executive 
and Kaihaulu and the members of their 
Scholarship and Matauranga Maori 
Working Group, 

The second hui was in June 1998 
and the subject was the Management 
of Maori Human Remains, The topics 
covered were: the artistic perspective 
particularly relating to nga toi moko 
and the renaissance of ta moko; 
traditional/cultural perspectives - the 
process of preservation of toi moko, 
where they were kept and why; the 
Scientific perspective - the information 
that can be gleaned by scientific study; 
and the wider cultural/Christian 
perspective - including respect for 
the dead, and the burial of human 
remains. 

Po un a mu Ventures continued to 
provide well-attended performances 
throughout the year.
